Following is Chief Hotrr.er's reply to 


Mayor Casey's letter reJative to street 
lighting. In which ho states his reasons 
for his opposition to the proposition 
of the American Street Lamp and Sup- 
ply company: 


I am opposed to the proposition of 


the American Street Lamp and Supply 
company for the following reasons:— 


First—Hccauso the mayor In numer- 


ous conferences with me agree dthat 
only the Lowell companies should be 
considered. 


Second—Because the proposition'that 


impressed the mayor was no bid at 
all. It said the company WILL CON 
TRACT Instead of DOES CONTR'AC 


Third—This company has not a ligh 


ing contract anywhere that I ha 
been able to find. It appears to 
solely in the lamp selling business. 


Fourth—It would have to buy Its gfl 


from the Lowell Gas Light compan 
and. strange as It may seem, has ncv 
asked that company what the ga 
would cost. It would be just as sen 
slble for a. contractor to give an est 
mate on a building without first asce 
talning what the materials would co; 
him. 


Fifth—The company's proposition 


based on 382S hour per lamp per yea 
Instead of 4000. as It should be. Fo 
1150 
lamps this makes a difference o 


nearly 200.000 hours per .year. 


Sixth—The proposition provides fo 


the payment of the men -at two ceni 
a llgbt. This Is not a decent wag 
and I told the mayor that next, to .get 
ting the very best service at the vcr 
lowest cost, we must see that the me 
are given decent wages. I told hi 
two cents a light was not enough an 
that 2',4 cents was little enough. Evi 
dently he does not agree with me o 
that point. In various cities wher 
these traveling companies have don 
business It has been, according to th 
evidence in my possession, 'a case 
very poor sevice, of general 
dlsap 


polntment and starvation • wages fo 
the employes. 


The contract with the, Lowell Ga 


Light company was not approved b> 
me. - I sent It to the mayor simply fo 
his- inspection and /was surprised, to se 
In his letter that he returned it with 
out his appro'val..' I cannot'.see tha 
the mayor's approval or. dlsapprova 
"was In any .sense called for, Inasmue] 
as I had not signed-the contract and 
it was therefore not officially before 
him. 


In -my desk at the present momen' 


Is a raft of evidence-relating to strce 
lighting and it was my pleasure to 
showlfall to-the mayor with the ex- 
ception of one letter, which came too 
late. 


Three, outside companies bavc sent 


propositions to me and- I suppose to 
the mayor. I saw the mayor a long 
time ago and.told him it was my pur- 
pose to - sign re contract with a lo 
company, all things being equal. 
told him It was risky to do business 
with-outsiders whose standing was no* 
always''satisfactory, and whose meth- 
ods In Jsome.-cases merited a rebuke. 1 
particularly Impressed on - the mayor 
the. Importance'.first':of all 'of'getting 
full -value for. our money and second 
in scoing'that.the employes of .whoev- 
er* got^'the- contract ' .would . receive 
decent * living wages. 
• I emphasized 


the .last because I'have never forgot- 
ten the way the 
faithful 
employes 


were treated by the "Welsbach com- 
pany. The-only trouble I 
ever had 


with the Welsbach company was be- 
cause of their treatment of tho em- 
ployes.

behalf of tho American Street Lamp 
and Supply Co. ITOld tho mayor and 
I had decided to do business only with 
local 
companies. 
My 
caller 
was 


disappointed and told mo he would see. 
the mayor. 1 told him ho, would bo 
wasting hi* time, bcarln In mind what 
tho mayor had told me. 


According to the mayor's own state- 


ment, this company, proposes to pay 
tho employes two cents per light. In- 
asmuch as the mayor uses that figure 
In his comparisons, ho evidently thinks 
It sufllclent. This figure J have al- 
ways objected to and r will not Insult 
the IntelllKenco and 
faithfulness 
of 


tho employes of the lighting depart- 
ment by signing a contract based on 
paying wagos of two cents a light. A 
man cannot earn for much more than 
60 lights, so you can see what the, dally 
wage would be. Jf the men arc not 
worth 2K cents a light they arc worth 
nothing. 


In Chelsea, this state, a company 


called the American Street Lighting 
company cave the, same kind 
of 
a, 


proposition us the 
American Street 


Lamp and Supply company gave May- 
or Casey. It was for J26 a light. In a 
letter to Mayor Wlllard, a copy of 
which I have, the company retracted 
Its proposition and said that "on ac- 
count of the Hmallor number of lamps 
and additional requirements" It would 
bo obliged to raise to J30 a light. Tho 
Welsbnch company got the contract at 
524.97 per light. 


I haven't any doubt that the Lowell 


Gaslight company by figuring Btarva- 
tlon wages for Its men and nearly 200,- 
)OU hours less per year and an Inferior 
Ight, could materially reduce Its bid. 
But I don't want such a bid. Jf cheap- 


ICES In cost is the only consideration, 
et tis go back to the old open flame 
>urner. 
The mayor gives certain figures 
to 


show the tremendous profit of the con- 
ract if the Lowell Gaslight company 
;ot it. He figures the cost of gas at 
10.33 per light per year, labor J7.30 and 
nantlcs and maintenance at 11. 


I ask for 4000 hours per year and the 


cost of Ran per light per year ] tlnd to 
)C 110.80. the cost of labor-I raise to 
9.12 1-2 and mantles and maintenance 
: figure to be 17.60 Instead of {I as the 
mayor figures.

In relation to the proposition of the 
.owell"'Electric Light Corporation, I 
ffer'the following objections: 
1. 'Uitder such a-contract the putting 
s of hundr-ds o£ extra poles would 
e: necessary. • The .electric wires coni- 
Ittee and the board of aldermen Is 
rylng to get rid of-all poles and they 
avo told me they are opposed to put- 
ng in extra poles for anything not 
bsolutely necessary. 
2. Cities generally regard tho street 
icandescent as a failure and arc rapid. 
• discarding It. 


If the Lowell Electric Light Cor- 


oratlon did all the street lighting in 
owell a fire in Its plant would put 
very street In the city in darkness for 
day. a week or perhaps a month. 
During all my conferences with tho 
ayor. the subject of the city doing its 
vn lighting as It used to was not even 
entloned though I expected it. If the 
ty did Its own lighting the cost per 
ght per year would he about 130 and 
ic Increase could bo accounted for al- 
ost wholly by the pay of the help. It 
ould necessitate borrowing 119,000 at 
e start, nnd I have no Idea that I 
iuld-get It. The proposition of mak- 
g a separate position of the lighting 
partment superlntendency has .been 
oached to me In case the city con- 
udes to do Us own lighting.

Imbursement for the expenses sustained In 
the prosecution of the war and the cession 
of the Island of Sakhalin constitute the 
main features of the peace conditions 
handed by Baron Komura to Mr. Witte at 
the conclusion of yesterday morning's ses- 
sion of the plenipotentiaries In the gen- 
eral stores building of the Portsmouth 
navy yard.

If a man legally married In this state 
c«n get a divorce for little or no cause In another state, or If people can 
contract bigamous marriages under the sanction of law in some states, then 
the states which have Just laws are seriously handicapped. Tho evils of di- 
vorce bad enough at best arc greatly multiplied by tho facilities afforded for 
easy marriage and divorce. Uniformity In the divorce laws In the various 
states -would prevent much of tho evils Inseparable from the present di- 
yorce laws.
